One by one Savoy has 
ceded her mountains, in exchange for the richer ter- 
ritory that shone beneath. France has one depart- 
ment formed of old provinces of Savoy. Geneva 
and the Canton de Vaud were obtained by Switzer- 
land. Under the Alps, for five hundred years, the 
plains of Lombardy have been fattened by the 
slaughter of French and German armies. That 
was the Imperial battle field. Piedmont retired 
within her mountains, waited the issue, and then 
came forth when the more powerful were weary. 
For eight centuries she has struggled to reach the 
south and east, and at last the interdict is removed, 
and Italy is free from the Alps to the Adriatic. The 
Emperor's prophecy is fulfilled in a manner not 
contemplated by himself.

DUBLIN CORPORATION WATER.---COUNTER-STATEMENT

Management. He was satisfied thatthe examination of a 
committee would lead to the saving of thousands, if not mil- 
lions of money, without any injury to the strength or effi- 
ciency of the public service. (Hear, hear.) He wished to 
call the attention of the House to an important Parliamen- 
tary paper which hai been issued, giving an account of the 
increase in the Civil Service Estimates for the last 20 or 
25 years. In the year 1839 the total amount of these 
estimates was 42.65 1,000, while last year they came to 
£7,880,000, In 1847, when we were at peace, they 
were only £1,480,000, and before the Keftrm Bill, 
in 1830, £1,872.000. The average for the 10 years 
ending 1827 was £2,115,000; for the 10 years ending 1837, 
£2,269,000 ; for the 10 vears ending 1847, £3,016,000; and 
for the last 10 years, £5,710,000. The expenditure for the 
20 vears ending 1839 was £43,226,000 ; and for the 20 years 
ending 1859, £94,955.000. It was instructive to compare the 
totals of each class of expenditure in 1839 and 1859 :—Public 
buildings, parks, &c., 1839, £197,000; 1859, £793,000. 
Salaries and expenses of public departments, 1839, £723,000; 
1859, £1,413,000. Law and justice, 1839, £666,0°0; 1859, 
£2,544.000. Education, science, and art, 1839, £175,000; 
1859, £1,328,0 0. Colonial and consular, 1839, £339,000; 
1859, £428,000. Superannuation and allowances, 1839, 
£200,000 ; 1859, £242,008. Miscellaneous, 1839, £217,000; 
1859, £985.000. (Hear, hear.) It was stated that, the 
Houses of Parliament, new and temporary, cost the coun- 
try no less than £2,716,000; and yet if any hon. member 
would take the trouble, as he had done, te walk rourd the 
building, he would find that the stone was already in a state 
of decay, and that numerous fissures were apparent, 
(Hear.) If there had been a finance committee appointcé 
regularly every year he was sure that (his matter would have 
been minutely and carefully inquired into, and no doubt some 
of the enormous expenditure might have been saved, or, at 
least, laid out to better purposes. The grants for harbours of 
refuge were considerable, no doubt; but they were for a 
great national object, and all that was asked was that they 
should be economically spent, and that value should be got 
for the money. He found that as much as £26,000 a vear 
was spent in hiring departmental offices, and could not help 
thinking that a miserable plan of carrying on the Govern- 
ment of a great country likethis. A great many buildings 
were also rented for the use of commissions; and he might 
mention, by the way, that since 1830 no less than £831, 17 [had 
been spent in commissions, During the last 20 years the fur- 
niture in the public departments had cost £50,060. He 
freely admitted that the gentlemen connected with the 
Treasury and the offices of the Secretary of State were 
enerally not extravagantly provided for in that respect. 
He believed that in those departments the duties were very 
efficiently discharged. But still, taking the expenditure in 
the whole of the public departments together, and it would 
be found it was exactly doubled. This increase of expendi- 
ture did not arise in the charges for the two Houses of Par- 
liament, which were in 1852, £89,000, and last year £80,000. 
As far as the House of Commons was concerned, the whole 
expenditure was £52,000, of which £41,000 was supplied by 
fees. Probably in no public office in the metropolis were 
economy and efficiency so combined, and all who bad had ex- 
perience of the House of Commons and ita officers knew that 
the latter had always discharged theft duties with an effici- 
ency and courtesy which deserved general thanks. (Cheers.) 
They all knew that they could not do without Secret Services, 
but under that head there had been an expenditure during 29 
' 54,600, and he very much doabted whether the 
secret information which had been obtained was worth the 
money. He had a great respect for both law and justice, but 
he thought the expenditure under that head, which had enor- 
mously increased, required revision. The item was 
£2,500,000 with the addition of £718,000 charged on the Con- 
solidated Fund. He was pleased to think that the committee 
which sat on the consular system two or three years ago had

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THE DUBLIN WATER WORKS BILL—MEETING 
OF ST. MARY’S PARISH. i 

Pursuant to a reguisition addressed by certain pa- 
rishioners of St. Mary's to the churchwardens, Kichard 
Armstrong, Q.C., and William Allen, a meeting was 
held yesterday, in the parish vestry, for the purpose of 
taking into consideration the Dublin Water Works 
Bill now before Parliament, which, the requisition 
stated, had been prepared without due deliberation, and 
without the citizens generally being afforded an op 
portunity of expressing an opinion thereupon. 

The chair was taken by WILLIAM ALLEN, Esq. 

The Chairman, having read the requisition convening 
the meeting, expressed a hope that in any discussion 
which took ‘place personalities would be avoided. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Denham was appointed hon. secretary. 

Mr. Patrick Cooke objected to the meeting being 
held in the vestry, which, he said, was devoted toa 
sacred purpose, and should not then, or at any other 
time, be made the scene of contention and strife. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Chairman—We do not want to fight at all. (Hear.) 

Mr. Cooke continued to say that discussions took place 
annually in that vestry which were unworthy ot the place. 
It should not be announced to the poor of Dublin 
that a vestry meeting had refused to give them a 
proper supply of water. (Hear, hear.) The ques-

DECLARATION OF THE POLICY OF FRANCE 
AND ENGLAND ON THE AFFAIRS OF 
ITALY. 

The Mornin? Post gives great prominence to a lead- 
ing article, respecting the policy of France and England 
on tho Italian question. The Post states that the virtual 
alliance between the two Goveruiypruts f= the settle- 
ment of Italian affairs is every day drawing closer, and 
already begins to produce evident and tangible conse- 
quences. It is now formally determined that no inter- 
vention shall take place in Italy, and that the people 
shall be left to their own devices. It is, therefore, agreed 
that the States of Central Italy shall dispose of them- 
selves. Fresh elections are to be held, and the assem- 
blies resulting from popular choice are to agree to 
the annexation of their constituencies to the 
Sardinian Kingdom. The French troops are to 
be withdrawn from Northern Italy and from 
Rome at an early opportunity. It is no secret that Aus- 
tria, having regatd to the Western alliance and her 
own difficulties, has given up all hope of retrieving her 
position and influence in Italy, and not only sheathes 
her sword, but puts it aside. An attempt will be made 
to induce her to grant reforms in Venetia, of which she 
is still lett mistress. The Post adds that the stubborn 
ness of the Pope bids fair to deprive him of the whole 
of his temporalities. Naples groans under a heavier 
tyranny than ever, and the cries of Venice are loud. 
The Italian question, then, seems likely to take still larger 
proportions. Our best and most beneficial policy is that 
which may now guarantee the peace of Europe. That 
line is--no foreign intervention, but Italy for the Italians.

CONSECRATION OF THE BISHOP OF SIERRA 
LEONE. 

On Thursday morning the Rev. Dr. Edward Hyndman 
Beckles was consecrated Bishop of Sierra Leone. ‘The 
ceremony took place in the private chapel of Lambeth 
Palace, the Archbishop of Canterbury being assisted by 
the Bishops of London, Oxford, and Barbadoes. The see 
became vacant some months since by the death of Dr. 
Bowen, who, like his predecessors in the see— rs.

The Archbishop's chaplain (the Rev. J. Thomas, rector 
of Allhallows Barking), performed the service, and 
the sermon was preachcd by the Rev. T. Redwar, 
incumbent of St. Thomas-in-the-Rolls, Chancery-lane.
